Japanese like to compare themselves with others, and want 
to rank up, down, and down. I want to be up, down, or close 
compared to my surroundings. This is due to the fact that, 
for example, the evaluation of grades at the educational site 
is based on deviation values, so that it is more important to 
know where you are, or where you are above or below you, 
in comparison with others around you. College entrance 
exams are the national version of this 
evaluation. Alternatively, when the performance principle is 
introduced in the company, the performance of employees is 
evaluated based on relative evaluation compared with other 
group members. 

The point is, it is difficult to have absolute evaluation 
criteria, and you will always evaluate yourself as being 
above and below compared to others around you. They seem 
to want to compare themselves with others, and like school 
departments, they tend to want to compare their abilities 
with others in the same territory on the same common level. 
.In this kind of "relative relative orientation" society, who 
wants to compare and rank with others around him or her 
with something close to himself or herself, anything can be 
viewed as up, down, superiority, And the tendency to 
discriminate annoyingly. The reason that Japan has 
developed into a so-called "vertical society" in which human 
relations have developed in the vertical direction can be 



said to be attributable to the psychology at work that makes 
it easy to compare up and down with other people around. 

Trying to compare abilities on the same level with your 
opponent is related to the fact that you and others prefer to 
be in the same common territory and to be homogeneous to 
each other. The point is that people are anxious and disliked 
to be alone in a different area from everyone, and their 
underlying desire to stay together with everyone, a sense of 
unity, connection, and unity with others is there. While 
sharing the same territory with others and uniting with each 
other as a unity, constantly check each other's annoyance 
as to who is relatively superior or superior in the united 
group Compete with each other. Also, they constantly try to 
control each other and compete with each other so that they 
are even higher than others in the same area. 

This is a dry way, as in the West, where individuals build 
their own, distinct and heterogeneous worlds, and in a 
direction that is independent of each other, without a 
common rule, and that emphasizes their superiority on their 
own. It can be said that it is very different from society. In 
short, Japanese people first aim to secure commonality and 
homogeneity with others, and to gain a mutual sense of 
unity and unity. Then, in the same group, who can do the 
best and stand on top is determined by competition among 
each other in the common field. 

In that regard, you will be constantly concerned about how 
others around you rate yourself, or whether others are above 
or below you. I'm proud if I'm above others, and I'm 
ashamed or embarrassed if I'm below. The so-called "shame 
culture" can be said to be the result of constant peer-to-peer 
comparisons in common areas between oneself and others 
nearby. In addition, since the end of a competitive 
competition within a narrow range belonging to a common 



group with yourself, the range of interest is limited to the 
group to which you belong, and people with a narrow vision, 
insight, and small scale There is a disadvantage that is easy 
to produce. 

Performance evaluation in Japanese society tends to be 
relative evaluation because they like to belong to the same 
kind of group and tend to be nervous about grasping their 
relative vertical position within the same kind of group. 

.Underlying this is a strong orientation towards mutual 
homogeneity and unity, and in that respect, it can be said 
that it is dominated by a wet, maternal atmosphere. Unless 
this atmosphere changes, the way of evaluation in Japanese 
society will not change. 
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About the Japanese standard 
orientation 

Japanese people often try to act according to the "type" that 
their ideas are addictive, or general common 
sense. Everything tries to enter from the outer mold. For 
example, when you start learning something, you get 
hooked on buying the necessary tools. First of all, it tries to 
appeal to the surroundings that it faithfully follows the 
pattern as far as it can be seen from the outside. 

They fear, above all, the deviating, unfamiliar, shameful and 
shameful departures from common sense patterns and 
manners. They try to follow the manners and patterns made 
by the authorities. Since I try to imitate the pattern 
faithfully, I have to teach the teachers and teachers what to 



memorize and pay attention, and try to move strictly 
"correctly" exactly. As a result, movements and attitudes 
become stiff without knowing, and there is an aspect of lack 
of flexibility in thinking. 

Or, in high school mathematics, I like to memorize formulas 
entirely and apply them mechanically to questions for which 
correct answers have been decided in advance. In this case, 
the formula plays the role of a "type" to be 
protected. Japanese people faithfully imitate, memorize, and 
learn the "correct answer" that has been set in advance by 
school teachers and lemoto authorities. Pay close attention 
not to deviate from the "correct answer". 

"Learning" and "learning" are defined by authoritative 
sources in advance. Is to imitate exactly. Any departure from 
it will be accused of being "wrong" or "don't", ridiculed, and

Afraid of trying to break out of the routine and open new 
ground, he does not ridicule anyone who fails and does not 
help. They try to keep their "correct" movement as usual and 
deviate from it as "error," "mistake," and "failure." Extremely 
hates failing and making mistakes. It is hard to accept the 
idea that errors are inherent in humans (humans are 
wrong). Regarding human error as the individual's personal 
responsibility, lack of competence, and lack of attention, it is 



difficult to think about the problems of the organizations 
and systems behind it. 

Why are actions routine? 

(1) 1 care about the eyes of others. I don't want to be 
laughed at doing something out of common sense. If you do 
something that doesn't match the pattern, you will stand 
out, get out of your way, look around you curiously, look into 
it, and be embarrassed. Doing so will worsen the perception 
of others around you, and you will not be able to live by 
being nailed in society. 

Or, doing something "out of the way" that you are protecting 
will disrupt, harass, harass and harmonize, harmonize, 
reconcile, and harmonize your surroundings, giving you 
negative value. I would like to avoid being thrown out of 
society. I don't want to make a strange wave, and I don't 
want to stand out. This leads to the harmony with the 
surroundings, the direction to protect harmony, the 
conformity to a certain type, the homogenization, and the 
independence. 

In addition, the height of calculation for impression 
operation, such as wanting to show well and want to think 
well, as if you have the ability to properly acquire and 
protect yourself in a fixed form that is well-known to the 
general common sense and that is backed by authority , 
Self-promotion, and the height of pride are fundamental. 

(2) There is an underlying concept of safety first and 
decisive. There is an intent to try to be safe by following the 
behaviors already established by the ancestors, which are 
undeniable if they do so, without failure or danger. Stay 
away from unknown fields. Take unprecedented actions as 
little as possible. Take no risks, do not adventure. 



Such thinking leads to authoritarianism, in which the 
teacher / teacher who has already mastered the pattern is 
absolutely required to say. Breaking a pattern means 
criticizing and ruining the authority that already holds the 
pattern, implying that the authority is in a bad mood and 
being kicked out of the group of authority. I try to protect the 
type as much as possible. Also, instead of aiming for a new 
frontier deviating from the existing pattern, he decides to 
see Taka mi, frowns his eyes, frowns on his back, and laughs 
at someone struggling to do the departure. I do. In that 
respect, stereotyped orientation is at odds with creative and 
creative thinking and kills them. 

However, if a person who was merely an object of ridicule in 
the first place as an "outside way" succeeds ( as recognized 
by the authorities in Europe and the United States ) , and 
establishes a new frontier, it will become a new ideal He 
finds it as "type", turns around, calls him "teacher" and 
"master", competes with him, gets into the class, and tries to 
move according to his newly established pattern. In that 
respect, it is sensitive to the birth of the "new type" and can 
be said to be excellent in learning and adapting to new 
types. 

In short, one of the characteristics of the people of this 
country is that the policy change to call "the strange freak" 
a new "teacher" is done quickly and vividly, and the skill is 
wonderful. In this case, the "new model" is considered to 
include not only the manners of etiquette but also new 
products whose operation and design should be newly 
learned. 
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Japanese orientation and desire for 
"affiliation". "Affiliation principle". 

People in this country believe that if they do not belong to 
any group or affiliate, they will not be anxious or treated as 
humans. In short, there is a section that considers it 
necessary to "belong" to some group or affiliate in order to 
live in society. In this case, the group or series to which the 
user belongs is called "inside", and the other group is called 
"outside" or "other place". Affiliated groups include schools 
(students), club activities, academic societies, companies 
and government offices, homes, neighborhoods 
(neighborhood associations, Buraku ...), political party 
factions, and so on. If necessary, there are group members. 

The group to which the person belongs is a so-called in¬ 
group. Within this sub-group, people become intimate with 
one another, satisfying a sense of unity, relaxing and 
resting, and working together to achieve common goals.

Doing so will increase your 
status.

As if there is a single road full of various obstacles and 
gradients reaching the end point at the back, the core, those 
who went first on the road are respected more as 
seniors than those who go behind (juniors ) . In addition, 
those who have overcome various obstacles and reached the 
innermost end, the core, are said to have "acquired mystery" 
and are most respected for being called superiors. In 
earnest, while trying to follow the steep road through which 
our forerunners once passed, leti's learn the precedents one 
by one, try to reach the mystery, seekers, Japanese people 
like pilgrimage Ill's like a hundred million pilgrimage. 

Such a way of "advancing the road" that simply follows the 
path that the pioneer walked in one straight line as it is can 
be called "single road orientation". Alternatively, it can be 
called "a fixed summit, a point aiming at the end point", 
"summit / end point orientation". 

The idea of this single tone is that, in order to learn things, 
there are many different routes and different passing points 
for each person, and the end points are not particularly 
determined, and they are combined by your own judgment 
as appropriate. It is inconsistent with the way of 
thinking ( self-determination orientation of multiple 
routes ). 

In Japan, such "straight road orientation" and "mountain / 
end point orientation" are rampant because Japan is a 
mountain country, there are mountains nearby, there is only 



one mountain peak, and the mountain road to the mountain 
peak is limited, and It can be said that it is related to the 
steep slopes and many difficult places such as rocky places. 

The point is that there is a "dimber-like mindset" that seeks 
to climb the steep mountain road that has been carved by 
our pioneers, and seeks to reach the top of the mountain.

In addition, such "single road orientation" means that once

There is a strong sense of self-judgment, a desire to go 
ahead, and a strong sense of reliance on the past ancestors 
for all road decisions. This has led to a constitution that, like 
the former Japanese army, makes it easy to repeatedly and 
repeatedly make the same mistake on the same road 
without failing to change course, even if it fails once. There 
is a feeling that if you go along the same road as your 
predecessors, or if you go along this road, you will reach the 
same mystery as your predecessors. Atmosphere follows. 

In the absolute sense of such predecessors and precedents, 
the creativity can only be demonstrated by learning and 
mastering all the thick precedents, and it is advertised as 
tremendously difficult. In short, we think that unknown 
territories will only be visible after all the precedents have 
been digested and absorbed. 



In fact, finding original or unknown boundaries is not so 
difficult. As you repeatedly aim for the direction that is not 
approached or approached by other people around you, you 
can find holes that are close to you, but that have not been 
noticed by others, or that can not be solved until now, That's 
it. In short, if 99 people are looking at it, if one person turns 
around and looks at it repeatedly, he can naturally reach the 
undeveloped area, but as in Japan, many people around him 
adapt This is a difficult thing to do in a spiritual culture 
where only one person is allowed to do something 
different (in Europe and the United States, it is considered 
relatively easy ). 

In this way, you can easily reach the new frontier that you 
have never reached before, as if it is a mystery that can 
finally be seen at the end of a steep straight road, it will be 
terribly sanctified and mysterious, and it will follow you 
forever Mass production of disciples is also possible. In fact, 
the actual situation is that the disciples will come and 
willingly come along, even if they do not care and do 
nothing. This pattern is considered to be a Japanese disciple 
who studies under Western researchers as a disciple. 

Or is it such a new frontier? After making your own with a 
simple idea, you can make it look as if it was a good thing by 
not covering the border with a thick secret pail, and leaders 
such as emerging religions It seems that there are many 
seniors. 

In this way, it can be said that the way of earnestly 
respecting the precedents learned by the former is a 
farmer's way of accumulating stock while stopping at the 
same place. Being in the same place, the perspectives and 
ideas of the ancestors and ancestors have always been more 
effective, which has led to the tendency to absolutely see 
precedents and customs. In addition, it respects the security 



of ourselves and tries to meet the successes of those who 
guarantee security, leading to self-preservation and a 
feminine femininity. 

When this habit permeates the body, there is a situation in 
which one cannot do anything without some precedent. This 
is a rush to find someone's successful precedent. It is usually 
obtained by people of nomadic and pastoral lifestyles in 
Western societies, trying to tackle unknown fields alone and 
accumulating failures, and finally paying a high price such 
as patent fees, Will enter. 

In addition, those who enter the company or school at the 
same time, synchronizing with oneself, having a sense of 
unity without permission, and behaving unfamiliarly are 
occupying the same position on the road to go, so 
accumulating precedents It can be said that they consider 
the degree to be the same as themselves and identify 
them. In this way, people who are treated in such a way as 
to be able to synchronize with each other are often 
obediently obedient to seniors, have junior guts, and blow 
seniors who are strictly arrogant against juniors. 

In this regard, "Synchronization", "Senior" and "Junior" can 
be regarded as a three- piece set of precedent 
absolutism . In short, "synchronous consciousness", "junior 
guts", and "senpai-style" are the same as the time- 
synchronous relationship that travels on the same path by 
turning over the same path and turning it over. It is a 
manifestation of the consciousness of trying to bring it into a 
parable relationship, which can be said to be the basis of the 
seniority-based hierarchy that still covers Japanese society. 

In relation to the above, there are quite a few "unchik 
saggings" in Japan that boast for their knowledge of a 
particular field. There are people who are called nerds in the 



anime, comics and game fields, and intellectuals who boast 
their knowledge in the fields of wine and ceramics. "I know 
this thing you don't know.

Alternatively, there are many "triggers" who boast of having 
a wide range of knowledge in various fields, regardless of 
the field. "I know so many things, I know a lot about you. You 
probably won't know."

That knowledge is not something they thought of 
themselves, but something of someone else, even if they did 
not have the originality of the idea, they did not matter at 
all. .

The University of Tokyo- Its "Official" 
Characters and Limitations- 

People from the University of Tokyo have the following 
characteristics. 

(1)They value the ability to memorize correct answers and 
give quick answers, and are excellent at it. He is good at 
studying and understanding as much as possible, and as 
accurately as possible, the answers to popular and 



established theories, authoritative theories and 
controversies of Western and advanced scholars. This leads 
to the follow-up of the "correct answer" created by someone 
earlier, creating authoritarianism and thinking 
backwards. Researchers from the University of Tokyo are 
politically dominating the academic world in the presence of 
many colonial universities, but are unable to come up with 
novel and creative ideas themselves, and digest the theories 
of Western researchers. Many people just absorb and follow 
up, and believe that it is the main course of study. 

The University of Tokyo is basically an organization for 
training officials ( high-level officials of the central 
government) . There, as much as possible, without mistakes,

1 Japanese follow-up to Western authority 

Modern Japanese, especially scholars at colleges, 
intellectuals, and cultural figures, deny and criticize 
authoritarianism. Also, when he is called an authoritarian, he 
turns his face red and angers, desperately claiming that he 
is not an authoritarian. Then, it is more reasonable to think 
that those Japanese who deny authoritarianism are not 
authoritarians, in fact, they are authoritarians. 

The reason they deny authoritarianism is that the Western 
scholars they rely on in the first place deny and criticize 
authoritarianism. Here, the Western authority refers to a 
scholar who has proposed a famous theory in the Western 
academia. 

In Western sociology, Jewish scholars such as Adorno and 
Flam criticized Nazi Germany and its followers who 
persecuted Jews in prewar Germany as '' authoritarian," 
Became a famous theory that explained Nazi Germany's 
personality well. In this regard, Adorno and Fromm are 
authoritative scholars who have advocated prominent 
theories, and their reputation has not changed at this 



time. In this regard, Western scholars have criticized and 
denied authoritarianism. 

An interesting phenomenon occurs when this denial of 
authoritarianism by Western authority is introduced into the 
minds of Japanese intellectuals who are vulnerable to 
Western status and authority and are keen to follow and 
worship. The Japanese intellectuals denied authoritarianism 
by Western authorities, so those who relied on Western 
authorities believed that they had to criticize and deny it. 
They directly import the theory of "denial" and directly 
criticize them. 

In short, Japanese intellect denies authoritarianism in the 
form of believing the doctrine of denial of authoritarianism 
issued by the ( Western ) authority because it is an 
authoritarian.

"authoritarians deny authoritarianism with authoritarian 
thinking." This is, "( by authoritarian,) called a 
phenomenon authoritarian criticism of authoritarianism". 

The reason why Japanese intellectuals deny authoritarianism 
is that criticism of authoritarianism by Western authoritarian 
scholars has become a standard of world standards, and 
their Japanese intellectuals are simply following the opinions 
of Western authority. It is thought that he is an authoritarian 
who does. 

Japanese intellects believe that what Western scholars say or 
mainstream doctrines in Western academia are 
correct. Then, they will learn the imitation of Western 
authority faithfully and imitate it, introduce it to Japan as 
soon as possible, and work hard to be recognized and 



respected in Japan as the leading person of the theory in 
Japan. 

The doctrines of European and American authoritarian 
sources are often found in textbooks and other large books, 
so I think that is the established theory. If the Japanese 
suggested a theory that was contrary to the theory 
of Western authority ( a theory that is common sense in the 
United States and the United States ) , or if the Japanese 
criticized the theory of Western authority, the "European 
and American authoritative teacher" What are you going to 
do with a shield? Just don't know how much you're going to 
do. II This is the "authoritarian" attitude of Japanese 
intellectuals, which is quite common.

Of course, to them, the "world" is "the authoritative Europe 
and the United States, which are advanced nations." In 
particular, when Japanese people take the Nobel Prize, not 
only the intellectuals but also the general public come 
together, causing a storm and boom of praise. Before taking 
it, I was ridiculous about saying 1100 guys" (this situation is 
described in the books by Reona Ezaki and Junichi 
Nishizawa ). 



From now on, it is good for Japanese who want to make a 
theory that is contrary to the theory of the Western 
academic world, explain their theory to the Japanese people 
and record the reaction before releasing their own theory to 
the Western academic world ( Perhaps many stakeholders 
will remind you that such a theory has not been 
decided. ) After submitting a theory to Western academia, 
when my theory was accepted by Western academia, before 
it was accepted Later, not only to find out that the reaction 
of the Japanese people was different, but also to have 
definitive evidence that the Japanese people once rejected 
the accepted theory in the West. In other words, it has 
captured the weaknesses of the Japanese people. This can 
be said to be a great deal of material if the Japanese people 
are professors at renowned universities.

The Japanese government is useless. " ) But 
in fact, it is often the authoritarianism of Western 
worship. "Super your top ( Western ) " your top with a 
majesty of " (the Japanese government) is a feeling that 
win the". 

Such authoritarianism can be said to be a wet and feminine 
idea, "I want to be in a safe place where the majors are 
illuminated, in the mainstream of authority, where everyone 



gathers, and where there is light in the majors." The 
difficulty is that it is difficult to distinguish between these 
wet worshipers of Western worship and those who have a 
deep western Western mind. They both criticize 
authoritarianism and criticize their wet attitude, so they are 
indistinguishable. Wet authoritarians also believe in the 
doctrine of denial of authoritarianism, and if they admit that 
they are authoritarian, they say, "Europe and the 
United States ( = opposite to authoritarianism, dry ) = top- 
class" We will never accept an equivalent rating because it 
would be downgraded. They, like psychological tests, both, 
choose the westerner, the dry, as who suits them. It is 
necessary to distinguish these two in some way, which is an 
issue for the future. 


2. The existence of authority in Japan 

Japanese scholars often end up with dead copies of Western 
theories and their interpretation, messing around, and minor 
improvements. In this case, tweaking the Western doctrine is 
the act of trying to be consistent, because several Western 
scholars are saying different things. Originally, the doctrine 
of Western scholars is a theory of one individual, which is a 
theory that may be wrong and has to be overcome, but 
Japanese scholars have a viewpoint and awareness about 
such things, not enough. In short, worship, religion, 
acceptance, and adoption of the mainstream theories in

Japanese scholars have denied themselves and 
attempt to break out of existing Western doctrines and 
attempt to overcome them, and regard themselves as 
authoritative. However, there are aspects that do not allow 
criticism of mainstream Western theories. 



The reason why this phenomenon occurs is that 
authoritative scholars in Japan rely on such mainstream 
theories in Europe and the United States. The only way to 
rely on it is to create a dry, innovative, surprising, large- 
scale doctrine such as the Western doctrine, which is based 
on the authority in Japan alone. Is not possible. The reason 
why they cannot be created is that their authority in Japan is 
above all fundamental in their hearts because they are more 
prideful, more vulnerable to human reputation, fear of 
adventure and failing to laugh. Anyway, by keeping in mind 
the safe and bland, established inventions and technologies 
that have already been established, learning and learning, 
and learning them, it becomes a precedent, a common 
practice, and '' I know everything I know. '' It is a teacher 
who can be a teacher, a pioneer. " In addition, there is a 
courage to go out in front of people and make a great effort. 

Japanese scholars, in principle, live in associations that are 
based on some sort of home university, teacher / disciplinary 
relationship, or senior / junior relationship. Factions and 
factions formed by hanging together with similar ideas are 
still widening, and influential people ( professors, 
seniors ) among them, as authorities in Japan, aim at other 
members. They are staring. In essence, Japanese scholars 
are immersed in wet, quasi-family groups, based on their 
hierarchical relationship with their parental authority. Such a 
group can be considered as a kind of "series" consisting of 
parent and child and hierarchical relationship. Japanese 
scholars will not be able to receive an academic post, be 
unable to live, or live if they are not part of any leading 
authority. If you go against it, you will not be able to survive 
because you are deprived of the academic post or fly out of 
the affiliate. 

Japanese scholars are sensitive about their own safety and 
protection. Such personal security is threatened by 



criticizing current authorities. By criticizing, authority may 
criticize their actions and may be dismissed in Japan. The 
point is that you are not criticized because you can be 
removed from the group of authority you are in, and you will 
not be able to join from anywhere, you will be isolated and 
unable to live. It is difficult for Japanese scholars to dispute 
or oppose the authority they belong to. And, the situation 
where Japanese authoritative sources are dead copying 
European and American theories has been passed down 
through generations in the authority authority series 
through authority authorities and their disciples, junior 
relationships, teacher-disciplinary relationships, This is 
considered to be the current state of Japanese academic 
circles. In Japanese academic circles, retaliation on 
personnel awaits against the authority, so it cannot be 
opposed to the theory of the authority. In short, if you go 
against it, you will not be able to receive academic post 
distribution and you will not be able to live as a scholar. 

Japanese scholars have been all the time trying to make 
minor modifications to Western copies, or dead copies of 
prestigious theories, to make minor changes or to compare 
them to other prestigious theories. It works hard to decipher, 
interpret and interpret Western theories in the finest sense, 
as if it were the decipherment of the Bible or sutra. In short, 
Western theories are regarded as authoritative scriptures 
and scriptures. In essence, the professor-authority of the 
University of Colonialism, who holds the Academic Post's 
human rights in Japan, has been continually dead-copying 
such Western theories, and Japanese scholars have pledged 
their loyalty to them. They are taking action to show that 
they are. 

In short, for Japanese scholars, the doctrines and assertions 
in their dissertations, etc., are a stepping stone to their 
loyalty to the authority they belong to. It is important that 



the authoritative source and the content of the claim are 
basically the same or inherited, and the content of the 
dissertation itself is secondary. For Japanese scholars, what 
Western authors and their teachers and seniors who rely on 
it to make dead copies have absolute weight. The fact that a 
Japanese scholar's dissertation is a dead copy of Western 
authority and a small improvement is evidence that he is a 
member of a series mainly based on authority in Japanese 
academic circles. The style of the dissertation shows that he 
is loyal to authority and protected. However, the factions 
may differ due to minor differences in content. 

3. Feminine authoritarianism 

Japanese authoritarianism has a feminine character in some 
respects. It is linked to the self-preservation and negligence 
principle of being able to keep one's own safety and to live 
without harm by being close to authority. It also has to do 
with the idea of seeking a sense of unity with the 
mainstream, as being lonely and lonely if you are not where 
you are. Or it's related to the strong willingness to lean, lean, 
or depend on someone who is big. Integrating with the 
authoritative has the mood to support the spiritual 
backbone, makes you feel more motivated, and for the first 
time gives you the courage to speak in public. 

In the case of men, they try to smash or crush existing 
theories, and instead seed their own theories. Aims to be 
against authority, crush and be free, and in some cases, to 
become a new authority and to tell others what to say. On 
the other hand, women obey the existing authorities and 
faithfully inherit the authorities, aiming to be the successor 
authorities. The point is, instead of trying to go against the 
authority of the line to which you belong, you try to inherit 
the doctrine of the existing authority as it is. In this respect, 



the attitudes of Japanese scholars are obviously of the 
protected sex and feminine. 


4. The distinction between wet, maternal and patriotic 
authoritarianism 

The authoritarianism of the Germans, which has traditionally 
been defined as the authoritarianism in Europe and the 
United States, and the authoritarianism of the Japanese 
people mentioned above, even though they use the same 
term, are very different. Conceivable. 

German authoritarianism can be viewed as a chain of order 
and obedience. The point is that the upper and lower 
command systems are strictly, accurately, and mechanically 
protected, and that the commands of the superior are 
absolutely imperative for the subordinates, and that they 
are to adhere to them as faithfully as possible. It is. For 
them, the thoroughness and directness of instructions and 
rules, from top to bottom, is a pleasure for both commanders 
and guarders. 

Such attitudes allow the superior to see the inferior as a tool 
or tool to achieve their goals. In addition, doctrinaire the 
upper user defined, tradition, format, and the catchy, 
mechanical ( mechanical ) , the common people are aiming 
to penetrate fundamentalist in to as an absolute taught to 
every nook and corner. The whole society can be regarded 
as a large transmission of instructions, such as a mechanic 
of a giant device, a machine for supervision, and a gear 
device. This is a masculine, paternal, dry thing that is in line 
with the fundamentalism of God the Father, like Christianity, 
and German authoritarianism is dry, paternal, paternal, 
authoritarian. Can be called. 



On the other hand, Japanese authoritarianism is rooted in 
the desire for self-preservation, personal security, and a 
sense of unity by being a member of the mainstream. In 
short, I want to be a member of the wet circle, which is a wet 
circle led by an authority, and I want to be a member of that 
group. By being a member of the authority line, I want to 
give deliciousness and warmth to the convenience of the 
authority that comes first. There is a strong desire to have 
the authorities guarantee their safety, protect them, and 
satisfy their desire and ambition. 

If you fall outside the circle of authority, your safety will not 
be guaranteed. Because of the bad conditions that the cold 
wind blows, there is a strong desire to be able to get out of 
the way, and to pursue safety according to authority 
sources. Having them join a group of authoritative sources, 
affiliates, guarantees an exclusive sense of unity and feels 
like a warm pseudo-family group. In this case, the 
authoritative source emerges as a maternal wet presence, 
satisfying the desire of the Japanese to be included in 
motherhood, large warmth, to have a sense of unity with 
each other, Authoritarianism can be called wet 
authoritarianism, maternal and maternal authoritarianism. 

Traditionally, these two authoritarianisms have been used 
confusedly in Japan. In other words, the term 
authoritarianism in Japan still refers exclusively to dry 
paternal authoritarianism like the Germans, and lacks 
consideration for wet maternal authoritarianism. In the 
future, it will be necessary to separate them as different 
things. 


5. Authoritarianism and pride 



Authoritarians generally have high pride. I want to be 
authoritative because it is related to my desire to be 
high. Or, in marriage affairs or the like, the desire to foil 
oneself with educational background and qualifications is a 
manifestation of authoritarianism. Japanese people have 
been working hard to make themselves known in the world 
like Europe and the United States, to join the ranks of top 
countries, to look down on other Asian countries, and to 
make a difference. There is a clause, and in that regard, 
Japan can be called a "high pride society". Such a desire of 
the Japanese people, as well as a longing for the high 
authority of the prestigious reputation, can be called 
authoritarianism. 
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About the backwardness of Japanese 
society 

[Summary ] Japanese society is a "regressive society" in 
which the progress of science and technology is always one 
step behind that of the West. Whether it is a transistor or the 
Internet, the discoveries and inventions that have brought 
about great innovations in science and technology around 
the world are almost all from the United States and Europe, 
and have not come out of Japanese society at present. The 
reason why Japanese society becomes a backward society is 
that women are strong in the society, fear of stepping into 
unexplored fields with safety first, and wet society mainly 
with settlement agriculture. , Because you don't want to 
step out of where you are.

The second is that the Japanese society is a wet society that 
mainly focuses on agriculture that does not move into one 
place.

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About mountain-type society 



-Archetype of Japanese society- 

Japanese society is dominated by mountainous terrain and 
the rivers flowing from it. In that case, the places where 
people live are created along rivers that form a tree-1 ike 
directory that flows down from mountainous areas. The trunk 
of each tree is a large flow near the estuary, and the 
branches of the tree correspond to flows of smaller and more 
fragmented valleys from the upper stream to the middle 
stream. 

Each tree-shaped riverside zone is interrupted by high 
mountains, and there is no mutual traffic. People live along 
the river and create communities with high closedness, 
exclusivity, and sectionality that are isolated from the 
residents alongside the river, and the nature of such 
communities is the origin of Japanese society. 

Japanese society, like the upstream of rivers, has several 
small village communities at the end, and at the same time 
as rivers merge with other rivers, a town of material 
collection and dispersion is formed there, and furthermore, 
rivers It is a characteristic of Japanese society that a large 
city is formed at a position where it merges or thickens and 
flows down to the estuary. 

The flow of people and supplies in the local community 
matches the existence of rivers and merging patterns. In the 
same way that rivers form upstream, in a tree-1 ike manner, 
and in valleys that are separated from each other by 
mountains and cannot be connected to each other, in 
Japanese society, villages that are formed in a tree-1 ike 
manner along each river form mountains. It is completely 
isolated from other river settlements. 



Each river and the tree of settlements form a closed section, 
which is deeply spread throughout Japanese society, and is a 
form of sectionalism in governmental offices and corporate 
organizations ( for example, in the case of governmental 
offices, there is II II ) it is considered to be the source of. 

Upstream sections (both actual riverside communities and 
government and business organization charts ) are formed 
through larger administrative and organizational units =

Those who can occupy a dominant position in Japanese 
society are (1)well fit in the whole circle, (2) they are 
progressive and keep their forward and forward positions in 
the whole. , (3) it is yet, it is like blaze a trail of the entire 
movement to not to walk alone, such that in a way that will 
pull everyone "trend makers". 

Another is related to slow movement. Japan is a type of 
society that does not move quickly and independently, but 
rather moves forward slowly while working together. This 
has led to a slower social progress compared to a dry society 
of individualism ( Pattern D society ) like the West. 
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Japanese who like "concentration 



Japanese people are fond of concentration. The extreme 
concentration of administrative and economic functions in 
Tokyo is a good example. I like to concentrate urban 
functions and living spaces in one place and pack them in a 
gyukyu.

The energy of people's interest tends to flood into a single 
target location as soon as it is found and wanders in search 
of a destination, without knowing where to go. Targets are 
the focus of attention, booms and trends. Attention, 
"concentration" of rumors occurs. 

In this case, those who are spotlighted or gossip generally 
tend to look themselves out of sight, escape to a safe zone, 
and measure themselves . Skillfully avoid being a 
participant, and decide on Takami's spectacle. The gossip 
and the target of attention are a kind of scapegoat, and can 
be said to be the target of blood festivals and bullying. The 
gossip, the people and organizations that have been the 
focus of attention are usually met with the worst of others, 
such as being shuffled and privacy shattered by the people 
around them.

If you 
endure the storm, you will be able to return to a peaceful 
life, just like the fine weather after a typhoon. 

Japanese companies, while it is under attack by that caused 
the scandal and accidents such as single-mindedly 
continued to head down, the storm is past, where people of 
interest is headed elsewhere, had been secretly refrain CM It 
is considered that the restoration of the original state is 
often performed. As soon as the people who had come 
together and were exposed to the barrage had found 
another prominent subject, they soon forgot about the 
subject that had been exposed to the fire, and got bored and 
switched to another object instead.

The Japanese love of barrage and the forgetfulness and 
tiredness that are compatible with it are concentrated on

After a 
long time, it resembles a "typhoon" or "tropical cyclone" that 
returns to its calm as if nothing had happened ( apart from 
the remains of the barrage of the barrage ) .

As in Western societies, there is an emphasis on 
"distant, separate-oriented personality" and "dry 
personality" that seek to be individual because they are 
independent individuals that are different from others, and 



that they want to be individual. Unlike society, in Japanese 
society, there are many people who try to be individual in 
order to not be buried, attract attention and stand out in 
everyone. The point is to try to be prominent and individual 
in order to attract and gather people around you, and to 
emphasize individuality with the aim of concentrating 
attention and concentration on your gaze. Such emphasis 
on individuality for gaze and attention can be referred to as 
"concentration-oriented individuality" or "wet individuality" 
in distinction from European and American style of dry 
individuality.

The point is not to get the information itself, 
but to watch the same TV program to enjoy the feeling of 
wet unity with the colleagues because they share the same 
information and get excited with the colleagues. In that 
case, the content itself is secondary, and the information is 
nothing more than a compassionate dashi. 

This applies not only to information acquisition but also to 
general purchase and consumption behavior of goods. They 
have the same common consumption experience, such as 
going to the same store or buying the same thing, to get 
them around or join a conversation with friends. Life and 
consumption should be adjusted to the surroundings. For 
that, it costs the same level of money as the surroundings. 

This is in contrast to the dry, masculine way of trying a new 
and different experience alone. 

This is the case in the religion of thought. For example, the 
gender-free philosophy brought to Japan by the highly 
patriarchal European and American societies is based on the 
motto of establishing "personality" that is neither 
masculinity nor femininity.

Paradoxical phenomena have arisen in Japanese women, in 
which they share hard-working together with dry thoughts in 
order to share a wet sense of unity with their peers. The 
reason for acquiring Western-based ideas is that they have 



the advanced and good-looking European and American 
philosophy and want to gain an advantage in their peers. In 
essence, for them, Western thought is nothing more than a 
dashi in order to gain an advantage as an authority among 
peers.

The point is that you are not good at creative thinking that 
creates new ideas from nothing, and you cannot create 
anything from nothing. Nobody can do anything without a 
precedent that guarantees "correctness", such as textbooks, 
textbooks, and examples written by authoritative sources. It 
is desirable to mimic such a "right" example as accurately as 
possible, and he is really good at it. Studying at Japanese 
schools involves reading the contents of textbooks that are 
equivalent to the absolute correct answer set by 
authoritative sources, such as poking in the corners of a 
heavy box, as seen in college entrance examination 
measures.

The ability to imitate and 
polish the right example accurately and finely to the finest 
points without errors is, for example, catching up with 
electronics and automobile manufacturing technology from 
Europe and the United States, catching up with unrivaled 
precision By creating internationally competitive products, 
he has helped boost Japan into a rich economic power.

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Japanese and Chinese 

-Differences in national characteristics and the roots 
of Commonality-Similarities and similarities 
between Japanese and Chinese ( Han Chinese people ) can 
be summarized briefly as follows. Japanese and Chinese are 
both agricultural people, mainly in rice and upland 
cultivation. In that respect, we prefer to stay in one place 
and not move, like group or group behavior, value mutual 
sense of mutuality, psychological connection, respect for 
humanity, attach importance to relations, wet, feminine, wet 
and feminine However, they have a maternal personality. 

However, it is true that the two have significant 
differences. The biggest difference between 
the Chinese ( Han Chinese ) and the Japanese is that they 
differ greatly in their own inner group, that is, the extent to 



which they can regard them as "Uchi" that can have a sense 
of intimacy and unity. In the case of the Chinese, the scope 
of "Uchi" is limited to the genealogy of the paternal 
relatives ( kins ) that has been in existence for over a 
thousand years . Anyone who has the same surname and is 
included in the same kin group will have a warm and 
intimate family relationship, while all others who are not of 
the same kindred of the paternal lineage will be "Yosou". 
Being placed in a cold relationship that is unreliable. 

Employees who belong to the same patrilineal family as the 
company, including the company, have a sense of "home" 
with the company and participate in management with a 
sense of unity. In other words, others who belong to the 
same paternal lineage group, "Uchi", participate and 
intervene in the management of the company more and 
more familiarly, with the consciousness that the company is 
the property of the entire clan. People of the same family are 
united because of a strong sense of unity and connection, 
and a relationship of esotericness is widespread, and it is 
very flexible. 

In contrast, employees who do not belong to the same 
patrilineal family as the manager have a cold "Yoso" 
consciousness to the company, never have a sense of unity, 
and have only a temporary stool consciousness. In this case, 
even if you teach the technology at the company, you do 
not have a sense of unity with the company, so you do not 
have the consciousness of trying to settle in the company, 
and "run away" the technology taught quickly, and another 
more advantageous I go to a company. Unless they are 
connected by the same patrilineal relationship, the next 
company that has moved will still be approached with the 
consciousness of reveling as a temporary stool. 



Taking this part alone, the Chinese look like individualists, 
but are in fact considered to be wet collectivists who are 
strongly united with their paternal relatives and have a 
strong sense of belonging. 

Intimate relationships with others who do not belong to the 
paternal lineage are personal friends and friendships. 

Chinese people with these characteristics are different from 
Japanese people in the following points. 

(1) First, the degree of emphasis on blood relations differs 
greatly between China and Japan. The difference is that in 
Japan, only a small part, such as the Imperial Family, wrote 
and preserved the genealogy of such patrilineal blood 
relatives, while in China, the very common folk also drew 
genealogy of the patrilineal blood relatives for millennia. You 
can keep them in units and look at the genealogy to see 
where you are in the genealogy. In contrast, Japanese people 
are not as conscious of blood relations as China, and it is 
rare at the ordinary level to maintain genealogy every 
thousand years. 

(2) Second, in Japan, even if they do not necessarily belong 
to the same paternal lineage, they can enter into a warm 
and close relative relationship. For example, people who 
belong to the same school or company are called "Uchi's 
school" or "Uchi's company," and have a strong sense of 
unity and recognize each other as a family. Even if they are 
not related to each other, they can be treated as if they 
belonged to the same family if they were to eat the same 
kettle. In this regard, there are a number of groups that can 
be regarded as "Uchi", not limited to paternal relatives. For 
example, a teacher-discipline relationship at a university 
may be linked like a pseudo-family, forming an in-group 
called a sect. 



Or, in Japan, when a couple is married, it is common practice 
for the wife ( mostly ) to change her family name into her 
husband's family name by marrying to her husband's 
parents' home. In this case, too, a wife who is originally not 
blooded can be changed into a new family member by 
changing her surname to a member of her husband's family 
group = "Uchi". It can be said that this is a typical example 
of receiving treatment. 

In this case, it is often necessary to break through university 
entrance exams and other rigorous exams in order to be 
included in "Uchi" members. In addition, newcomers to the 
"Uchi" group (such as newcomers to the company or newly 
married to their husband's house ) are subject to various 
trials and bullying to be clearly recognized as members of 
the group. In short, in Japan, a force such as the surface

We value 
synchronization and cooperation with others, and our ego is 
weak. It is characterized by lack of privacy. 

(lb) Feminine, maternal " It is necessary to keep face to 
face with each other permanently in the same village, so it is 
not permissible to divide friends, and it is important to 
maintain good human relationships, mutual sense of unity, 
and warmth I do. This is a female-friendly life attitude that is 
good for women, from which the power of women and 
motherhood in society becomes stronger, and the following 
attitudes become mainstream. For example, attitude is 
passive. He puts his safety and safety first and hates 
adventure. He is an authoritarian who seeks to be self- 
preserved by authority. The precedent, respecting the elders 
with the customs ( sequence of seniority ) , does 

not value individual creative attempts. 

The above characteristics are considered to be commonly 
found not only in Japan, but also in societies ( China, South 
Korea, Southeast Asia, Russia, etc. ) who live and 
farm widely. On the other hand, nomadic and pastoral 
societies ( Western Europe, North America, Arabs, Jews, 
etc. ) have a dry and masculine culture that is contrary to 
the above. 

(2) "centripetal" paternal family group ( for example, the 
Imperial Family ) was used as a foundation ( or conforming 
to it) , was concentrated on one point, to act to create a 
tissue of centripetal force of the tree structure.

The fact that Japanese scholars are desperate to 
imitate Western theory and introduce it into Japan, and that 
they are not able to come up with new academic innovations 
themselves and rely on Europe and the United States 
themselves are gaseous Western countries. It can be said 
that it is proof that it can not be completely and remains in a 
liquid state.

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Inequality society and traditional 
society 



Modern Japanese society is said to be a disparity society. The 
inequality is said to have arisen as a result of deregulation 
and free competition, and the debate seems to be moving in 
the direction that regulations should be tightened again to 
close the inequality. But in fact, it is right to think that these 
disparities have arisen because of the traditional nature of 
Japanese society. 

There are two reasons for the disparity.One is 
that companies and government agencies are forced to hire 
people who have been forced to become part-time workers 
during the employment ice era, as low-wage workers, rather 
than hiring them as regular employees. There. Companies 
and government agencies only recruit new graduates or 
people with long-term full-time careers at other 
companies.

Another disparity is that between large cities and rural 
areas. Large cities are relatively booming and well-financed, 
while rural areas are in recession and have not 
emerged. Then, no measure has been taken against the rural 
areas. That is not the case, and a large amount of public 
works expenditure has been invested, yet it has yet to 
emerge. At the same time, government agencies and 
municipalities that have invested in public works expenses 
are facing financial difficulties without recovering their 
investment. In this regard, rural areas have been turned into 
"black holes" in which they can hardly produce any output

Japanese customs and pretend to be advanced Western, but 
what is the fake reality? Also, in Europe and the United 
States, there seems to be a lifetime employment country like 
France, but does it have to be imitated? 
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From regular and irregular dichotomy 
of affiliation and employment to 
multi-stage affiliation with social 
organizations 


In today's Japanese society, both companies, government 
offices and schools stick to the internal and external 
dichotomy. 



In other words, the degree of affiliation of a person to a 
company, government office, school, etc. is described as 
"our people, regular employees, regular employees, students 
who are inside (in the village society, organization)" and " 
(the village society, There is no middle point between the 
two stages of "revel, non-regular employee, staff, student" 
who cannot enter the inside and stay outside. 


Instead of the conventional two-stage, for example, five 
stages, such as "100 〇/〇 affiliation", "80 〇/〇 affiliation", "60 〇/〇 
affiliation", "40% affiliation", and "20% affiliation" ( In Japan 
today, there is only "100% affiliation" or "0% affiliation = 
non-regular affiliation"). If it is troublesome in 5 steps, it may 
be 3 steps (non-regular, semi-regular, regular). 


In Japan, there is a large gap between regular and non¬ 
regular employees.For example, as seen in women retiring 
from childcare, once they drop out of regular employees, 
they cannot easily return to regular jobs, and their wages 
are greatly reduced. And without any guarantees of their 
status, they will suffer hardships and financial 
difficulties. Or, if a student rails to hire a new graduate of the 
company, he may be treated as a graduate and be blocked 
from hiring a full-time employee. Resulting in. I think this is 
a major factor that makes it difficult for Japanese society to 
live, such as the difficulty of making children economically 
for both men and women. 

If this is a mult 卜 stage, such as 5 stages, it is necessary to 
start with around 20% affiliation at first (although 100% 
affiliation may be allowed suddenly as before, but change to 
the mainstream if it is not as possible as possible) You can 
raise or lower your affiliation according to your affiliation and 
work with your favorite affiliation.

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Japan's social organization as a 
"maternal entity" and the sea and 
lakes 

As I wrote to Japanese men as being able to be established, 
organizations such as Japanese companies, schools, etc. are 
mothers who swallow the entire personality of their 
members. It can be said to be a liquid or gel-like entity, such 
as a deep sea or lake, that wraps around the entire body of 
the member who jumps into it and makes it inaccessible.

It is thought that Japanese society is fundamentally free 
from freedom.

China, He wrote that he was incorporated into the Western 
faction (western, gas faction). In fact, this is why Japan has 
become a post-war economic power, and is now struggling 
with China and Russia struggling economically. 

In other words, Japan, which was on the west side during the 
Cold War, could put China and Russia on the east side out of 
mosquito nets and preferentially monopolize advanced 
technologies created by the West, which has free and 
original gaseous properties.

The leader is a society in which each person is at the 
forefront of each other, that is, a gaseous patriarchal society, 
such as the United States, which is a group of active people 
who take the initiative. Is limited to In such patriarchal 
societies, people can die in the face of danger, so it's cool to 
be able to lead people and produce creative results. 



On the other hand, the top followers are liquid maternal 
societies, such as Japan, which are groups of people, such as 
cushions, that accept, accept, and swallow the results of 
others. Her mother is a woman, and above all she values her 
protection and is noisy for ensuring safety and security. In a 
society heavily influenced by such mothers, it is advisable to 
take the least amount of action from himself and, based on 
the surrounding trends, make the most secure and yet 
profitable. 

For example, in the Japanese government in a motherhood 
society, the top in the real world is the one who stands out 
from the surface, but is not the minister who is criticized, the 
face of the storm and is immediately dismissed, but the 
windshield by the minister who is one rank below it Can be 
said to be an under-secretary in an effective position.

□ What to say must be constantly strict. It is useless if there 
is any theoretical breakdown, chipping, or leakage. As a 
result, his thoughts are stiff and sloppy, and he is unable to 
speak free and new, although he may be somewhat 
inaccurate and hurt. Even if you seem to be making a new 
statement, if you listen carefully, you may be selling 
someone (especially a Western researcher).

The author has proposed the classification of gas type and 
liquid type for some time, and based on that, I compared the 
ideal situation of European, American and Japanese 
companies as follows. 



In the gas-type companies like Europe and the United 
States, independent and independent free people work 
together in a temporary way to work together in order to 
increase profits. The results and profits come out, and when 
the time is right, we can easily exit. Companies are just 
temporary tools to make money. Emphasis is placed on 
returning short-term profits to shareholders who have 
invested. 

A liquid-type company like Japan aims to ensure that those 
who like to get close and stick together are connected with a 
strong sense of unity, and that the state itself is maintained 
and maintained. The goal is to stay in the 
company. Companies are a lasting community. Focus on 
raising the value and rating of your corporate 
community. The value of the corporate community is 
measured by its size ( sales, etc. ) and its market share, so 
we will try to increase it. For shareholders who have 
invested, we place importance on maintaining and 
increasing the long-term value of our shares. The company 
will not focus on short-term profit distribution, and will try to 
get shareholders to view it as a good asset that keeps the 
stock stable for a long time. 

From the perspective of international division of labor, 
boldly jumping into unexplored fields and producing original 
results that create something from nothing, but often '' gas 
type II companies whose results are rough and rough In 
charge of the initial upstream process in the international

These "foreigners" include part-time 
workers, non-regular employees (contract employees, 
temporary employees), and people who have just changed 
jobs.

This is also an indication that Japanese companies are 
moving on a liquid principle, closed outward and attracted 
to each other internally, moving closely together. The inside 
of a cluster of liquid molecules is an "uchi". It can be 
compared to the amniotic fluid in the mother's womb, and it 
can be said that it embodies motherhood. In other words, 
those who repeatedly fire the word "Uchi" are fully immersed 
in the liquid principle and the maternal principle, such as 



the preference for mutual integration, the preference for 
closed and internal limitations ... Yeah, it's like 
unconsciously declaring "mother-child". 

When swallowed by the tissue of "Uchi", it is impossible to 
calmly stay away from the tissue at a certain distance, and 
everything moves around "Uchi", and individual 
independence Independence, respect for privacy and 
freedom, and an objective perspective on things (gas 
nature) are lost forever. Also, due to the survival and 
prosperity of the member "Uchi" to belong to, each member 
suffers a sense of paralysis as if it does not hurt at all, and a

It can be said that the barometer that measures the degree 
of swallowing incorporated into the tissue is the frequency of 
use of the word "Uchi" and the degree of naturalness of 
use. The more frequently and spontaneously the word "Uchi" 
is emitted, the more it is said that it is "swallowed", the more 
natural it is and the less resistance it has. The attitude and 
thoughts to be taken are liquid, and the influence of the 
mother is strong (thinking is maternal). 
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I can't belong, I can't get in ... 

In today's Japanese society, there are many people who are 
lonely and wandering around here and there, just like sand 
grains that move as they are blown by the wind, without 
being included in any group. Japanese society cannot live a 
human life unless it belongs to a group, whether it be a 
company or a school. In order to enter the regular group, 
strict entrance examinations (entrance examinations, 



entrance examinations, etc.) are usually imposed, and only 
those who succeed in the examination or those who have 
connections with powerful people related to the group Only 
regular employees (regular employees) and regular students 
will be guaranteed their status.

"half-bodied," or "incompetent," who can't be put anywhere 
in the group or belong. Those with "non-regular" 
employment and affiliations will be wandering around in 
different companies without being allowed to settle, despite 
feelings of inferiority. It's like a sandy life wandering lonely 
in the wind. It is also a life that can be "disposable" as a step 
and tool for regular employees. 

The gaseous way in which individuals act independently and 
independently is positive in Europe and the United States, 
whereas in Japan, which takes a liquid way, where 
individuals must belong to some group. Has only negative 
value. At the bottom of the mind, those who belong to "non¬ 
regular" employment belong to some group (to have them 
put in somewhere "home") and want to be united and 
relieved (to live in a liquid state) He wishes, but his wishes 
are not fulfilled, and he is reluctantly moving around in 
society one by one without being able to settle anywhere.

It is advisable to adapt and adapt to the 
precedents and conventions that already exist, and trying to 
change the precedents without permission just because they 
do not suit you is '' no patience " '' They will be accused of 
being "selfish." 

Emphasis is placed on coordination and synchrony, which 
are matched to each other, and if they cannot do so, they 
will be criticized for saying that they cannot read the 
air. Attitudes to "praise and kill" and flirt with others are 
widespread in Japanese society. The effect of such '' gaiai " 
and '' fellowship " produces an effect because the Japanese 
people strongly want to be lifted up by others, to want to be 



magnificent, to stretch under their nose, and to dress well. It 
can be said that it has. In that sense, it can be said that the 
emphasis on "incoming" and "fearful" is the emphasis on 
"power" in reverse. In other words, the culture of fascination 
is a culture of dignity. 
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Adhesion, familiar culture 

Liquid-type Japanese people prefer human relationships that 
come close and sticky to each other. A state of sticking to 
each other and not separating will inevitably lead to mutual 
"adhesion" and "friendship". "Rigging" and "bribery of 
bribes" occur frequently in Japan because Japanese people 
are liquid types. The only way to get rid of this adhesion and 
familiarity is to forcibly cut off the human relationships that 
are stuck together. The fact that personnel changes of public 
servants are frequently performed in a short period of time 
may be related to the prevention of cohesion and adaptation 
by forcibly cutting off the relationship between public 
servants and private companies by making personnel 
changes.

The first is where the introduction of Western culture is 
thriving. In postwar Japan, the United States introduced a 
constitution with a gaseous nature and required that the 
people, including the Emperor, obey it. The emergence of 
the "Super Gove 「 nment：||, from which gaseous dry air is 
constantly blowing towards the entire Japanese society. As a 
result, the whole country is constantly exposed to 
gasification waves. 

Or, the doctrines and products of new eyes are often coming 
from Europe and the United States, and the aggressive 
academia and industry are deeply conserving the traditional 
liquid constitution that relies on academic groups and 
connections.

not help and seek connections with strangers who are 
unknown to the surroundings and who do not know whether 
they are safe, This leads to lonely childcare. 


This closed-room parenting is often eliminated when the 
child grows up and enters a nursery or kindergarten. This is 
because they can connect with other mothers and nursery 
teachers who have entered the same kindergarten or 
kindergarten by being together in the same place, and those 
who share the same circumstances with each other, and 
have mutual trust with nature. This is because a sense of 
security is created, and it becomes possible to consult and 
help each other. 

Here is a solution to closed-room parenting. The Japanese 
should take advantage of the fact that those who have 
joined the same place together tend to trust each other in 
the same situation and tend to get loose and get along.
